of Electiona here. Many of the men 
‘nilated in Canada before the United 
States entered the war and in some 
causes men who were rejected both for 
enlistment and in examinations before 
draft boards here saw service by eross- | 
ing the border : 

Before enlistment in the Canadian 
Army, it ds said, these men were re- 
quired to swear allegiance to the Brit- 
ish Government and thereby renounced 
citizenship in the United States. As 
thie Vv took no further steps to complete 
British citizenship, however, jt he- 
lieved they are in the same position as 
daeclarants in this country and that an 
oath ot allegiance to the United States 
cancels their oath .to the British Gov- 
ernment and places them on the same 
footing as before enlistment.

n and women that the world ‘brother- 
hood, so long heralded by many who have thought they 
could see in it nothing less than the millennium, +s now 
here present in terms of a community of personal intergst, 
if not in a community of altruistic feeling. The people 
of the world are already so closely correlated that it 1s 
impossible to shift a burdensome charge of any kind from 
one class or one group without producing a noticeable 
increase in the burden of some related group. Why not, 
therefore, recognize the conditions for what they really 
are, instead of attempting ostrich-fashion to hide out of 
sight something that cannot possibly escape observation ? 
No less an authority than John D. Rockefeller Jr. has 
declared, in a brochure issued not long ago as an aid to 
atter-war reconstruction, that there are four parties 
concerned in every industrial problem: the parties known 
as Capital, Management, Labor, and the Community. 
And he adds what is vital in the present connection when 
he says that the list has usually ended with the first three, 
and that the fourth party, which he admits in the last 
analysis must have a controlling interest, is “too often 
ignored.” In such matters as this telephone difficulty 
there is a wonderfpl opportunity for the man who can 
see the wisdom and advantage to be gained by proper 
consideration of this fourth party along with the other 
three, for the man who can see far enough to understand 
that a fair settlement is not reached when the interests 
of stockholders are conserved and the demands ef Labor 
satisfied, but who will never rest until he has given fair 
consideration to the entire circle of involved interests, 
and adjusted the burdens and the benefits so that all 
parties shall have their fair share of each. 

Unless government control can handle industrial 
problems in such fashion as to improye upon the partial 
justice that has been the poor best that private ownership 
has had to offer, government control will fall short of its 
nussion and its opportunity. Its test will be a severe one; 
it is even now having to withstand a pressure developed 
by mnodern conditions which the erstwhile private man- 
agements are very likely only too glad to be rid of, and 
it sadly needs experience commensurate with its mam- 
moth task. It has behind it, however, a public sentiment 
that has always proved itself as deliberate in dealing with 
abuses as it has been swift and effective when aroused 
to corrective action. 


Reaction 


Warts conn on in Spaincat the present moment is, 
of course, only the inevitable result of her policy during 
tiie past tew years, Spain stood aloot during the Great 
War, and not only stood aloot, but allowed her territory 
to be made use of by the emissaries of the Central Powers 
for all manner of propagandist action against the Allies 
It was not until she saw the ereat (German machine 
actually falling to pieces belore her eves, last October, 
that she seemed to awake even to an intellectual realiza 
tion o} the fact that she was quite evidently standing on 
the wrong side. ‘The story of the overnight change of 
heart that then came to her is, of course, all too well 
known, It deceived no one, The sudden hoisting o! the 
democratic flag, the sudden rejoicing at the triumph ot 
the people s CALISC, the almost pathetic “UNNICLYV “to honor 
the Allies’ represented a national movement that no one 
could have thought of taking seriously, Then canic the 
tremendous effort ot the Count de Romanones to reha- 
bilitate Spanish fortunes and prestige in the eyes of the 
allied nations, his “triumphal” journey to Paris, his inter- 
views with the members of the Peace Conference, hits 
“triumphal” return, and the general impression so assidu- 
ously spread abroad in Spain that all was for the best in 
the best of all possible countries. 

Spain, however, will have to learn that nations, like 
individuals, reap what they sow. Vhe kind of seed which 
Spain has sown, and allowed tc be sown in her midst, 
during the past four years does not produce liberalism 
and progress, but reaction, and there is no escaping this 
harvest at the eleventh hour. So, after all her protesta- 
tions, after all the heralding of the dawn of the new 
era, Spain today finds herself governed by a Maura 
Cabinet, with the notorious Juan de la Cierva as one 
of its members. Antonio Maura, the conservative of 
conservatives, the pillar of the old régime, the devoted 
adherent of Sagasta’s political system in all its quite 
shameless obsolescence was bad enough, from the point of 
view of progress. But the resurrection of Juan de la Cierva 
to high ministeriaNoffice is terribly hke the last straw. It 
is as such, at any rate, that Spanish ‘Labor quite evidently 
regards it. Spar Labor has not forgotten that it 
was Mr. de Ja Cietwa who, when Minister of War, just 
a year ago, sought to break up the great strike of postal 
and telegraph workers in Madrid and Barcelona by man- 
ning the offices with soldiers. Neither has Spanish Labor 
forgotten that it was this same Mr. de la Cierva who 
championed the demands of the military juntas, aimed 
at bringing about a military coup d'etat and the complete 
subjugation of the country under a military dictatorship. 

‘Those who have followed affairs in Spain, during the 
past two VCa©®rs, are not at all surprised, theretore. to learn 
that the Labor Reformista and other clements of the Lett 
throughout the country are “amazed” at Mr. de la 
Cierva’s appointinent, and are taking imnfediate action 
upon it, or that, as soon as the announcement of the ap 
pointment was made, the telegraph operators in Madrid 
and. Barcelona came out on strike, that the -postal em- 
ployees are following suit, and that all the strikers are 
demanding the removal of the former Wars Minister 
\ir. de Ja Cierva, so the latest reports state, has offered 
li resign, wiuchas lis usual polhiey, but the ( abinet stands 
frm. Reaction, ma word, has come out into the Open 
and thrown down the gauntlet, 

The situation 1s critical, but, whatever else is to be said 
of it, it is tmmneasurably tore wholesome, and conse 
quently more hopeful, than the pseudo-democracy of the 
past jew nionthis Spain Is, of COUPSe, beim horced to 
progress in spite of herself, ‘The next few days, or week 
at the aost, will surely show whether she is veto suffi 
ciently awake to read the SILTIS ol the Lilies, and to vel 
into line with the rest of humanity, or whether, after the 
Hetil Spanish protest, she will sink back again inte 
reaction, 
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Wooden Ships After the War 


WHATEVER may have been said concerning the adapt- 


. ability of wooden ships to meet the shipping ‘emergency 


during the war, and it will be recalled that much was 
said, it appears that their adaptability to meet the after- 
war emergency is coming to be quite generally admitted. 
Opinion was divided, even among shipping experts, when 
every effort was. being.made to counteract the menace of 
the German under-sea craft, as to the practicability or 
advisability of sending forth these ships, constructed and 


equipped according to  destens long ago abandoned by the 


builders of m dern vessels, But to the opinion of those 


experts who championed the wooden ships was probably — 


added the weight of lay opinion that they should be con- 
structed and utilized to the very fullest posse extent, 
and even with the opposition of those in aut! 1ority, whose 
decision in the matter finally prevailed, it is reported that, 
at the time of the signing of the armistice, contracts had 
been awarded for the construction of more than 700 ot 
these ships in the United States. The latest available re- 
ports ‘show that 115 of these vessels are now in service. 
Two hundred and fourteen of the original contracts have 
been canceled. 

The really interesting point to be considered, in the 
light of recent data supplied by the United States Ship- 
ping Board, is the actual service which these wooden ships 
have rendered, and the service which they are rendering, 
at a time when tonnage is economically so important, and 
when the effort of the civilized worid is to readjust the 
distribution of foodstuffs, fuel, steel, lumber, and a hun- 
dred other commodities which, just now, are congested 
at the points of origin. The fact should be recorded, then, 
that vessels of the wooden type have, within the last year 
or more, been successfully utilized in trans-oceanic traffic 
and in coastal trade, both on the Atlantic and on the 
Pacitie. . They have crossed and recrossed the ocean with 
cargoes a total of 242 times, and have made a somewhat 
larger number of trips between the United States and 
south American ports. 

This record of accomplishment, one which, it must 
be admitted, has played no insignificant part in aiding 
readjustment and in meeting emergency demands, has 
been made in spite of adverse conditions, and in the face 


of opposition in high places. 


The avowed present policy ot the govermnent is that 
the merchant marine of the United States shall be pri- 
vately owned, but 1t appears that the wooden ship fits 
into this scheme as well as into the scheme of governinent 
control, A few days ago fifteen of these ships were sold 
to a private shipping corporation at a price of $149 per 
deadweight ton, Other ships of similar pattern are to 
be sold by the yvovernment to the highest ndder, and 
there are assurances that all the ships now in commission, 
and those to be completed, will meet with ready sale at 
biahy’ price , though in some cases, at least, the price Pay 
be below the actual war-time cost, All the fifteen 
hips rteently disposed of wall, it is announced, be used 
i) trans-Atlantic trade, some from’ New York, some from 
New Orleans, and some from Havana, ‘This would not 
be taken to indicate that the day of the wooden ship has 
passed, On the contrary, it would seem to indicate that 
now, and for some time in the future, certainly until the 
balance of world commerce has become adjusted, the 
wooden ocean freighter will tind a place on the high seas 
which it appears to be well adapted to fill. The interence 
is that it would have been greatly to the advantage of 
the cominerce and industry of the United States had there 
been available at this period the full complement. of 
wooden ships demanded and promised during the early 
months of the war. 


Archangel and Richard Chancellor 


ly 1s a curious fact that Archangel owes its origin to 
an Englishman. It was in the days of Spanish great- 
ness, when the galleons of the King of Spain claimed 
to rule the sea after a truly Spamsh fashion, and the 
strangely elastic law of reprisals made voyaging for all 
merchantmen in certain waters a very uncertain experi- 
ence. lor several years there had been talk in ingland, 
especially at the F. nglish court, of the possibility of the 
existence of a northeast passage to India, and of the 
desirability of exploring it. Such a passage, if it existed, 
would undoubtedly be safe from Spanish depredations, 
and there were, moreover, great possibilities of opening 
up in this way a new field for British trade. The talk, 
however, was all there was to the matter, until about the 
close of the reign of the boy King, Edward VI. About 
that time, however, the famous navigator Sebastian Cabot 
took up the question in earnest, afd, in May of the vear 
1553, there set out from Deptford an expedition of ‘three 
ships, under the command of Sir Tlugh Willoughby, 
bound for the northern seas. One ot these ships was the 
Bonaventure, of which Richard Chancellor was the 
“captain and pilot-general,” and tt is round this ship and 
its doughty captain and pilot-general that al] the interest 
of the story centers. Ile did not discover the northeast 
passage, but he did “discover” Russia, and, after many 
surprising adventures, returned to London with a letter 
from the Tzatr “establishing trade relations between the 
two nations.” 

But let the story be told more*in detail. In a storm 
off the north coast of Norway, the Sips became sepay- 
ated. Chancellor, however, succee led in reaching Var- 
dohus, the meeting place that had been agreed upon in 
case the ships were unable to keep together, and there he 
waited for the rest of the company. ‘The other two ships 
never appeared, and atter waiting seven days Chancellor 
weivhed anchor and agam set sail east. It was all un 
known land and sea now, and so, hugging the shore all 
the time, he-skirted the coast of the Wola peninsula, and, 
at last, coming to the narrow mouth of the White Sea, 
turned Then tollowing, though he did not know it, 
the route of the old Norseman, he cast anchor ultimate, 
in the “bleak haven” at the mouth of the Dvina, close to 
where Archangel stands today. 

Now, ito is a long way from Archangel to Moscow, 
over Goo miles at least, as the crow thes, and longer as 
the sledge would travel over the frozen lowlands. But, 
with that astonishing rapidity with which news sometimes 
traveled betore the arrival of the telegraph, word was

quickly brought to Ivan the Terrible, at Moscow, of the 
inglish navigator’s arrival. Ivan was much interested. 
and at once dispatched an enyoy to bid him welcome and 
to convey a courteous invitation to him to come to the 
capital. Chancellor at once accepted, made the lopg and 
unaccustomed journey, found great favor with Ivan, 
secured his trade treaty, returned to his ship in the bleak 
haven, and sailed once again for England. Even then 
his adventures were not at an end, for, before he actually 
reached his desired haven on the English coast, his ship 
was attacked and plundered by Flemings. However, 
whatever else he lost, he did not lose his precious treaty, 
and the outcome of it all was the granting of a charter 
also known 
as the Muscovy Company. That was im the vear 1555. 
Soon afterwards an English factory was erected on the 
lower Dvyina, and in 1584 a fort was built round wlych

speaks of war,
